Any person who is the sole head 
of a family, or any male over 18 
years old, may homestead a quater 
Section of available Dominion land 
in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or Alber- 
ta. The applicant must appear 1 
person at the Dominion Lands Agen- 
cy or Sub-agency for the district. 
Entry by proxy maybe made at any 
agency, on certain conditions, by 
father, mother, son, daughter, broth- 
er or sister of intending homesteader. 

Duties.—Six months’ residence up- 
on and cultivation of the land in 
each of three years. A homesteader 
may live within nine miles of his 
homestead on a farm of at least 80 
acres, solely owned and occupied by 
him or by his father, mother, son, 
daughter, brother or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may preempt a 
quarter-section alongside his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties.—Mus: reside upon the 
homestead or pre-emption six months 
in each of six years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time 
required to earn homestead patent) 
and cultivate fifty acres extra. 

A homesteader who has exhausted 
his homestead right and cannot ob 
tain a pre-emption may enter for a 
purchased homestead in certain dis 
tricts. Price $3.00 per acre. Duties 
—Must reside six months in each o! 
three years, cultivate fifty acres and 
erect a house worth $300.00.

WAS FINE OFFICER 


Young Mounted Pollceman Murdered 
by Indlans—Played Man’s Part 


The story of the murder of Con- 
3table Frank W. Davies near South- 
28k, Alta., by three Indains whom he 
tried to arrest, is another illustration 
of how well young Englishmen can, 
serve the Empire even when engaged 
on such an ordinary vocation as that 
of a constable of he mounted police. 

He came out from London, England. 
some five years ago and started farm- 
ing at or near Wadena, Sask., but 
evidently soon tired of that task, be- 
cause in April, 19009, he applied for 
admission into the Mounted Palice 
and was sworn in on the 9th of that 
month. Then he gave his age as 
twenty-five. 

Davies was one of those young 
Britishers who play the game like 
They know their duty and do 
{t even if death be the reward. 

Prior to starting out on what proved 
to be his last case he had been around 
the town joking and talking to the 
boys with whom he was a universal 
favorite. Just at dusk a terrified In- 
dian hurried into the town. He loca- 
ted the constable, and, in broken 
language told him that two Indians 
and a “breed” had shot several times 
at him, at the same time pointng to 
bullet holes in his hat, coat sleeve, 
and in a bundle of blankets he car 
ried. The officer immediately started 
after them and that was the last seen 
of hii alive. 


OATTLE FROM MEXICO 


Real Long Horned Steers From Ma- 
dero’s Own Herds for Alberta 


Ten trainloads, or in round figures, 
10,000 head of the fastest, rangiest, 
longest horned cattle of Old Mexico 
were shipped to Alberta, direct from 
the personal herds of President Ma. 
dero, who is known the world over 
as the cattle king of Mexico. 

The cattle were sent to the Blood 
Indian reserve in Southern Alberta, 
having been shipped from El Paso, 
Texas. The animals were brought to 
Bl Paso guarded by Mexican rurales 
or mounted police and a strong de- 
tachment of regular soldiers. The 
animals are regarded as the most 
dangerous cattle in the world. A 
special band of cowboys and vaqueros 
from Mexico accompanied the herd to 
Alberta and some of the men were 
engaged to stay to herd the cattle. 

This is the first shipment of genu- 
ine steers that has ever been mads 
to Alberta.

USED AS WALLPAPER 


Chinese of Newchang Have a Fancy 
for Old Dally Journals ; 
The Trade and Commerce Depart- 
mnt at Ottawa has received interest- 
ing information from his Majesty’s 
consul at Newchang concerning cheap 
printing paper in China. It seems 
that in the customs statistics of New- 
chang for last year there appears as 
@ separate item under the heading of 
paper an importation of 37,606 cwt. 
of old newspapers, valued at $14,618. 
These old newspapers, which appear 
to be mostly British, are in extensive 
demand in the Newchang district for 
wall paper for native houses and cot- 
tages. ,

The valiie of the material used in 
the slack cooperage industry in Can- 
ada in 1411, according to figures pre- 
pared by the Forestry Branch, De- 
partment of the Interior, was 
$1,465,702, or about $130,000 less 
than the value in 1910. The amount! 
of material consumed, outside of a 
large amount of waste which cannot 


‘he accurately determined, is estimat- 


ed at 62,353,190 feet, board measure. 

Ontario leads in. this industry, with 
the production of 64 percent. of the 
total number of staves, 70 per cent. 
of the headings and 76 per cent. of’ 
the hoops. Nova Scotia, with a| 
large proportion of fish barrels, was 
next with 29 per cent., 24 per cent. 
and 20; per cent., respectively, of the 
total number of ¢taves, heading and! 
hoops. The other provinces produce 
very limited quantities. 

Imports cxbecded exports of $135,- 
463 by $194,529. White oak staves 
form an important part of the im- 
ports, numbering, in all, 7,293,000, 
whereas only 2,768,000 were cut in 
Canada. The Canadian supply — of 
oak, which alone is suitable for the 
manufacture of containers for aleo- 
holic beverages, is so nearly ex- 
hausted that this branch of the tight 
cooperage industry will practically 
cease in a few years.

Disbelief 
in all the churches is another prom- 
inent plank in the Russell theologica' 
platform. He says that the priest: 
are not real shepherds, but that in 
stead of interpreting the scripture: 
they conceal the truth from chureh 
goers. Russell claims to be able to 
extract the true meaning from the 
Holy Writings, and it is his views of 
them that constitute the subject 
matter of the great proportion of hi: 
writings. He has had no classical 
edueation, nor is he skilled in the 
dead languages, yet he cheerfully and 
confidently undertakes to interpret 
New Testament, and the meaning of 
the darkest sayings in either old o1 
the Book of Revelation is as clear tc 
him as the multiplication table. A 
recent attack he {made on foreign 
missions, through the agency of the 
International Bible Students’ Asso- 
ciation, has roused the orthodox 
churches against him, and it may be 
that he will taste the bitter sweets 
of martyrdom in the course of the 
next few months.

Nécessity of Makers of Canadian Ma- 
chinery Attending to Western 


Trade 
Implements, implements, imple- 
ments everywhere and none under 


cover! This strikes a person at al- 
most every station in the vast agricul- 
tural area of the West. Where does 
all this machinery come from? When 
the Made-in-Canada train was at Re- 
gina, Mr. T. H. Race, the official lec- 
turer, accompanied by the Secretary 
of the Board of Trade visited the 
various implement yards and made an 
estimate of the value of machinery 
awaiting distribution.

The 
enormous revenue in the West from 
agricultural machinery is- illustrated 
by the Secretary of the Regina Board 
of Trade who stated that last year 
$35,000,000 worth of implements was 
delivered from that point, the freight 
and customs paid being $12,000,000. 
Hint to Canadians 

The agents for United States manu- 

facturing concerns are selling farm 


machinery in car load lots in many 
towns, which indicates that the Can- 
adian manufacturer of implements fs 
not taking the proper adv#ntage of 
his opportunity. In this connection 
the Telegram adds: “The Canadian 
manufacturer is blind to the necessi- 
ties‘of Western Canada and the signs 
of the times if he does not realize 
that it 1s his duty to get into the 
West with branch factories and offices

GARDEN OF EDEW 
NEAR NORTH POLE 


Expedition to Unfold the Mystery of 
Crocker Land In tho 
Arctic Sea 


An attempt is to be made to ex- 

iplore an unknown Northern land that 
has only been seen—and that at a 
distance—by one white man, Comman- 
der Peary. 
The famous explorer, when on his 
journey to the North Pole in July, 
1906, saw the unknown land through 
a telescope from Cape Thomas Hub- 
bard, the northermost point of one of 
the islands lying north of the North 
“American mainland. This unknown 
Jand has been called Crocker Land. 

The extraordinary part about Croc- 
ker land is that its exisence was 
known before any civilized human be- 
jng had ever seen it. Dr. R. H. Har- 
ris, the marine expert, was puzzled b; 
the curious currents of the Arctic Sea, 
No known land formation could ex 
plain them, and the only way to ac- 
count for their existence was by a 
myserious land beycnd North Aneri- 
ca and Siberia 

In July, 1906, as stated above, Com- 
mander Peary saw thig land in the 
distance, but that was all. The North 
‘Pole, the centre of his ambiion, lay 
in a different direction. 

Not only did Dr. Harris predict tho 
existence of Crecker Land, but he has 
actually stated its approximate aize. 
From calculations of ocean currents 
this mysteroius Arctic land must be 
narly half a_milloin square miles in 
@rea, nearly nine times the size ot 
England and Wales. 

There are a good many reasons for 
supposing that the unknown land {fs 
the cradle of the human race. Every 
nation has its legends and traditions, 
from the Chinese to the Greeks, as to 
where mankind first lived. Some of 
these legends are very puzzling to ex- 
plain, but it is a curious thing that 
many of them point to the fact that in 
ages past man lived in the Arctlo cir- 

es, close to the North Pole. 

Some of these legends speak of the 
stars revolving round the heavens in a 
horizontal direction tnsead of rising 
and setting as we see them. At the 
North Pole the sun, moon and stars 
move round the sky practically hori: 
gontally. In the Arctic circle the 
heavenly bodies rise and set only once 
& year, six months’ day being followed 
by six months’ night. Here legend 
and actual facts agree. 

Again, scientists are agreed that 
ages ago farthest north was not the 
cold waste it now is, but was a warm: 
almost tropical land where birds; 
beasts and plants flourished as freely 
as they do over Southern Burope noy, 

No one has been able to settle the 
origin of the Esquimaux. Many peo- 
ple belfeve that they are the degraded 
descendents of races which formerly 
inhabited places like Crocker Land, 
when tha land was free from ice and 
snow. 

Some of hese early inhabitants fled 
south as the climate changed, while 
Others’ stayed and became inured to 
the cold. There is every reason to be- 
eve, when other facts are takn into, 
consjderation, that the Esquimaux are 
the descendents of those wno stayed. 

The expedition to Crocker Land will 
be armed with the most up-to-date 
instruments for investigating the 
theories which have been put forward. 
Every effort will be made to discover 
traces of the lost inhabitants of the 
mysterious continent, 

The expedition is making prepara- 
ions for a stay in the freezing wastes 
of at least two years. If, as appears 
likely, their efforts are crowned with 
Buccess, the expedition will have 
Proved to be the most famous of all 
exploring expeditions. 


It will have found the Garden of 
Eden. 


HE’S CALLED TOM

Finance Minister's First Name Not 
Famillar to Many 
—_—. 

Hon. W. T. White was not elected 
in Leeds; at least, Wesley Thomas 
White was not. This amusing and 
somewhat interesting mistake has 
come to light. 

Mr. White was christened Wesley 
Thomas. Somehow, his name on the 
electoral lists of Leeds appeared as 
William Thomas, and the minister 
Was gazetted as William Thomas, and 
his name is recorded as such in the 
parliamentary guide. Now it has been 
discovered that the name is Wesley 
not William. 

Mr. White was the first to discover 
the curious mistake. 


IN DAYS OF POMPE!! 

At the corner of the Via Stabia and 
the Vicolo di Mercurio in Pompeii fs 
“The house of the Lacoon,” which was 
@ complete milliner’s and baker's es: 
tablishment, containing grinding mills 
and a large oven for baking. It was 
from this oven that the loaves of bread 
now shown in the Naples museum 
wore taken. By the side of the oven 
{6 a lead boiler in an excellent state 
of preservation. The boiler was heat- 
ed with charcoal, the hot water being 
drawn off by means of a bronze tap. 
This points to the fact that the dough 
was kneaded with warm water. Char- 
coal was generally used ior heating 
and cooking purposes, though lately 
some excavations in Belgium 
prove that the use of coal was known 
to the Romans. The rooms were heat- 
ed by means of a brazier, exactly the 
same as the ‘‘braciere’ used by the 
Italians to-day.

Canadlan Militlamen WII! Soon all be 
Relleved of Leather Equipment 


_. The new web equipment which will 
shortly be in general use by the Can- 
adian militia will. mean far greater 
comfort to those who have to wear 
it, in comparison to the uncomfort- 
able equipments of by-gone days. 

The main principle underly!ng the 
design of this web equipment fs the 
sub-division of the complete set into 
what may be called the “maching” 
and “fighting” portions. 

The arrangement of this equipment 
allows a soldier to have normally with 
him the whole of hig equipment, while, 
when an action !s imminent, the pack 
and its contents can be discarded, and 
extra ammunition in “emergency” ban- 
doliers carried in place of the pack. 

This equipment is perfectly balanc- 
ed, {s made of flexible and woven web- 
bing instead of th old leather straps. 

When marching at ease, the belt can 
be worn loose without the pack shift- 
ing. The whole load {s easily thrown 
on and off when resting on the march 
and there are no straps crossing the 
chest to press on the lungs. The com- 
ponent parts of the web equipment 
are: walstbelt, frog, braces, cart- 
ridge carriers (right and left), pack, 
supporting straps, haversack, water- 
bottle and inrenching tool carrier. 


OUR GREAT BUFFALO HERD 


The Old Monarchs of the Plains 
Thrive In Captivity 


The five hundred buffalo purchased 
by the Canadian Government from 
Michael Pablo of Montana has in- 
creased prodigiously and now num- 
bers over fourteen hundred animals, 
which is by far the largest collection 
anywhere in the world. Great care is 
being taken to weed out the cross- 
breds and to keep the strain pure.

Dead it is worth $500 for its head and 
hide. Killed it 1s worth the same 
amount of money plus forty cents a

Butherings. Alive, the buffalo is worth 
$6,000, at which price every zoo 
Europe and the two Americas has

Fifty years ago the butfalo ranged 
freely over the whole north-western 
plateau. The Canadian prairies still 
show frequent signs of him in the 
Bhape of old buffalo wallows, and at 
one place near Medicine Hat, at the 
foot of a cut bank, some two hundred 
feet high, Is a great heap of buffalo 
bones which marks the spot where the 
Indfans made one of their crvel drives. 
But nowadays the buffalo is a limited 
monarch. Buffalo Park, near Wain- 
wright, Alberta, where the big herd {3 
located, is an enclosure twenty miles 
square, with a high wire fence around 
it. Inside the fence the buffalo finds 
the old familiar scenery of his glorious 
past—the rolling prairie, the poplar 
bluffs, the knolls and chaparalis, the 
slews, and wallows, but not the old 
excitement of whfte men and In- 
dlans on slaughter bent. A visitor who 
tries to, drive across the reservation 
in a buggy a buffalo bull will charge 
pavagely, but a man on horseback the 
buffalo rather welcomes, Probably be- 
cause {t reminds him of old times.

For the Permanent Development of 

Western Canada They Must go 

Hand in Hand 

“What would you think of a man 
who tried to make one leg walk faster 
than the other?” 

“He would go round in a circle and 
make no progress.” 

This is the homely question and an 
swer that Mr. T. A. Russell, of Tor- 
onto, asked the Winnipeg Industricl 
Bureau in the course of an address 
introduced by the statement that the 
doctrine of the Canadian Home Mar- 
ket Associaion was the all-round de- 
velopment of Canada. The develop- 
ment must go hand in hand and sid» 
by side with agriculture. The pros- 
perity of the one had an uldimate 
bearing on the prosperity of the other. 
Our motto is that of Bacon, who said, 
“There are three things which make 
a nation great and prosperous, a fer- 
tile soil, busy workshops and easy 
communication for man and goods 
from place to place.” 

Factory Development 

Turying to the development of 
manufacturing in Canada, he stated in 
1901 the number of factory employe: 
Was 313.334 and the total wages bi'l 
$89,000,000. In 1906, these figures 
had grown to 356,000, and $134,0)0,000, 
or an increase of 15 per cent. in the 
number of employes, but an increase 
of 60 per cent. In the pay roll. His 
estimate for 1911 was 450,000 employe. 
and $225,000,000 wages. Assuming 
that one worker supported three more 
2,000,000 were supported by indus 
tries. Statistics show that each per: 
son consumed on an average $6.00 
worth of wheat and $10.00 worth of 
dairy products. Therefore manufac 
turing in Canada provided a home 
market for $6,000,000 worth of wheat 
and $20,000.900 of dairy products. 

Three Factors 

The three factors in a manufactur- 
ing industry were the stockholders, th» 
manager and the opefatives. In the 
Company with which,he was connec 
ted there were 700 stockholders. no 
one of whom he!d five per cent. of the 
total capital. The result wus that a 
great many people were dependent on 
and interested in the industry. Thus 
the democracy of capital was shown 
in the growth of factories, but a de- 
crease in the individual investment. 
There was no hard and fast line be 
tween employer and employe. There 
Was great opportunity for men in 
Bubordinate positions to rise up to 
any position. The condition of opera 
tives had immeasvreably improved in 
recent years. Formerly the home was 
in reality a hut, and unsanitary at 
that, with !ong hours for the employe 
gand much dissipaton and abuse. Now, 
the men as a rule worked in large 
clean, well Ighted, well ventilated 
rooms, amid healthful: surroundings, 
with hours regulated and habits more 
vegular. 

Room to Advance 

The modern factory. had abolished 
the sweatshop, reduced hours of la- 
bor, protected against accident, im- 
proved sanitary and hygienic stan 
dards of living, and been a factor in 
uplifting men. Their savings had 
been greater as everywhere testlifled 
by the savings bank deposits. There 
was room for very workman to ad- 
vance. As a result of specialization 
wonderful progress had been made. 
Factories had improved. Men worked 
under better conditions and higher 
Wages; food products had increased 
in cost as had most classes of raw 
material, yet, the cost of most fac- 
tory products was lower, quality for 
quality, than before. This had been 
done by organizaion, by a smaller pro- 


fit per article, but a greater produc- 
tion of articles. 


AN EG6 CIRCLE 


Trade in Dressed Poultry Is Also Being 
Encouraged

The innovation will be a co-operative 
one, and after the company's dining 
cars and hotels have been supplied 
the surplus will be sold to the dealers. 
Cash will be paid for the eges at slx 
to seven cents above the market price 
while the circle will also include trad 
4n dressed poultry.

TREES AND MOISTURE 


The Necessity of Paying More Atten- 
tion to Forestry In the West 
‘That many districts in Weste:n Can- 
aja afford excellent opportunity for 
the substitution of wheat raising, b) 
the cultivation of roots and grains, as 
sociated with stock raising and dairy 
ing industries, cannot be denied. It i: 
also true that the Provinces have natu 
ral facilities, which, if developed along 
light lines, could more than supply 
the food-stuffs required in Western 
cities. There is undoubteay a scarcl- 
ty of water at several points, but this 
{gs not an insurmountable difliculty 
It has already been demonstrated thai 
wells sometimes sunk from two hun- 
dred to three hundred feet produce 
an ample supply of water. There is, 
also, the necessity of collecting, as far 
as possible, the rain fall, which, a: 
a rule, is ample for the producticn 
of a first class crop of wheat. This 
{s conserved in large cement tanks 
covered in, and used, in the dry 
weather, in watering stock. The same 
result is obtained in places by bis 
ditches, which have been dug down to 
the blue clay, which is almost imper- 
vious to water. These ditches, when 
dammed, are converted into sma‘) 
reservoirs by every rain fal, and, 
prove their value, afterwards, for 
watering purposes, evaporation being 
the only waste.

Had a policy of tree planting been 
followed persistently and sysiematl 
cally, moisture would not only ‘have 
been retained, but would have been 
increased, and, the opportunity for 
dairying and stock raising thereby pro 
moted. Much attention, howe.er, is 
now being given to this subject par 
ticularly in Saskatchewan. Dr. Mc 
Connel, M.P.P. in an interview, it 
Morden, on this subject, said tha’ 
every man who knocked down on 

tree, should plant two in its stead. 


A BABY TOWN 


Coronation But Elght Months Old 
Has Already Reached Important 
Proportions 


The youngest town which the 
Made-in-Canada train honored in it’: 
tour of the West was  Coronatior. 
Here was found a hustling populatio 
of 1000 on a beautiful location abou: 
100 miles east of Lacombe. The ga< 
of lots took place on September 27th 
1911, and yleided $130,000.00 to the C. 
P.R., the company having decided tha 
a divisional and injunction equipmen 
should be located at this point, whic 
was called Coronation in honor of the 
crowning of King George and Quee: 
Mary. The sale had no sooner closed 
than gangs of workmen were put to 
work on the erection of  buiiding:. 
Before the freeze-up Coronation had 
a population of agout 700, who were 
comfortably housed in hastily bullt 
residences. The British spirit exten- 
ded beyond the name, royal names 
being chosen for s*« ~ 1] of the streets. 
Thus, they have \ ‘toria Avenue, 
Royal Street, and W.ndsor Avenue. 
They call the hotel Royal Crown. A‘ 
present there are in the town about 
350 buildings, including 3 genera’ 
stores, 8 hardwares, 1 confectionery 
5 lumber yards, 5 liveries, 6 impic 
ment agencies, 2 drug stores, 5 reai 
estate agencles, 2 doctors, 2 lawyers, 
4 pool rooms, 1 mile of permanen: 
walks, 1 moving picture theatre and 
the Royal Crown Hotel which has 7: 
rooms, and cost $45,000.00. The Fro- 
testants at Coronation are up to date; 
knowing that church union was = in 
the alr, they endeavored to organize 
a Unton church, gut at the meetings 
which were held for that purpose 
there was too much dissension to gu 
ahead with the proposal.

SALMON FRY THRIVE 


Experiments With Salmon In Algon: 
quin Park Highly Satisfactory 


Experiments for the propagation of 
Atlantic salmon in the lakes at the 
Algonquin National Park of Ontario 
have proved a success, as from the 


fry that have been planted there about 
three years ago, results are now be- 
fing realied. Last year quite a large 
precimen of this magnificent filsh was 
caught in Source Lake where the fry 
had been originally planted. Another 
‘eautiful fish 18 inches long was 
caught in White’s Lake. The Super- 
intendoent of the Park is gratified with 
the result and has arranged to plant 
‘175,000 salmon fry and 50,000 yearling 
bass. These will be placed in a serles 
lof three lakes that have only one 
outlet, and this outlet will be screened 
and the filsh kept within certain 
bounds and those lakes used as sup- 
ply base for many of the 1,200 lakes 
in the Park. It is confidently expec- 
ted that, within a few years, land 
Jock salmon will be one of the great- 
est attractions of Algonquin Park. In 
Algonquin Park the fishing is good for 
Bpeckled trout, salmon trout,. and 
small-mouth black bass, when in sea- 
6on.

Dundas claims 
to be the home of the McIntosh Red 
apple, and the tree to which they are 
doing honor, they declare, was the 
first to produce this choice variety of 
dessert apples. It stands against an 
bld barn on the McIntosh homestead 
at Dundela, where the first owner of 
the place carefully planted {t several 
generations ago. A notable gathering 
of agriculturists witnessed the unveil- 
ing of the monument. 


TO HONOR TECUMSEH 


Canada’s Historic Spots to be Fitting- 
ly Marked by Monuments 

The Ontario Historical Society de- 
cided at Napanee to takes steps to 
commemorate the centennial of the 
death of Tecumseh, by securing the 
erection of a fitting monument to 
mark his loyalty and valor in defend- 
ing Canada against the attack of 
Britain’s enemies in the war of 1812. 
The society also decided to urge the 
Ontario Education Department to 
give a larger {mportance In the pub- 
lic and high school curriculum to the 
study and fllumination of Canadian 
‘history through reference to the un- 
entered storehouses of historical ro- 
mance to be found in nearly every dis- 
trict of the Dominion, A further reso- 
jution was passed authorizing the ex- 
ecutive to memorialize each County 
‘Council in the Province with a view 
to securing their co-operation with 
‘the society in collecting and preserv- 
ing local historical records. 

To give the society a permanent 
home and working centre a committee 
consisting of Sir Edmund Walker, Dr. 
J. H. Coyne of St. Thomas and Clar- 
ence M. Warner of Papanee was ap- 
pointed to consider ways and means. 
Sir Edmund Walker, reporting for this 
committee recommended that steps be 
taken by the Executive Council to se- 
cure the erection in Toronto of a per- 
manent building to house the Prov- 
jnce’s historical records. The report 
‘was unanimously adopted. The build- 
ing will be erected by public subscrip- 
tion 1n conjunction with Government 
assistance., Sir Edmund Walker ex- 
Pressed the hope that the Federal 
Government would widen the scope of 
the National Battleflelds Commission 
to include the national preservation 
of historic sites {n all parts of Canada. 
He also urged Government action to- 
ward the erection in Canada of a 
series of colossal statues perpetuating 
the memory and romantic § achieve- 
ments of all the discoveries and early 
explorers of Canada. 

The society also placed itself on 
record as favoring the creation of a 
National Art Gallery and National 
Library at Ottawa. 2B

With tht teeth on the right: side of 
his mouth shattered by a steel nosed 
bullet from oan automatic pistol, A. 
W. Love, Secretary of the Calgary 
Tiades and Labor Couneil, is lying 


jn the hospital at Red Deer figuring 


out what a lucky man he is in es- 
caping death by a hair’s breadth. 
The shooting was an accident an 
occurred late:Monday afternoon of 
last week. : : 
- Mr. Love was visiting at the home 
of his friend, Mr. Besant, on the old 
A. W. G. Allen place in Red Deer. 
The men had an automatic pistol 
and were examining it. It was the 
old story of not knowing the weapon 
was loaded and, without warning, 
the pistol was discharged. 

Mr. Love was smoking a pipe at 
the time, which probably was one 
factor that saved his life. The bullet 
struck the pipe, broke the stem, 
knocked out several of Mr. Love's 
front teeth, and raked the teeth on 
the right side of his mouth, breaking 
them but stopping the bullet before 
it penefrated the flesh of his jaw. 
His mouth was badly cut by the 
shattered teeth and several stitches 
were required to close the wounds in 
his lower lip made by the bullet and 
the broken teeth and pipe. 

Mr. Love went to the hospital at 
6.30 o’clock Monday night suffering 
great pain, principally from the 
broken teeth. After they were giyen 
attention, however, he passed a fair- 
ly comfortable night. Tt will be 
some time, however, before Mr. Love 
will be able to masticate his food 
with any degree of comfort. 

That he was not instantly “killed 
was mere chance, as if the missile 
has struck a fraction of an inch higsh- 
er it undoubtedly would have ranged 
upward into his brain.

Minister Has Flan 
To Prevent Strikes 


Hon. T.W. Crothers Will Con- 
sider Appointment of 
Permanent Board 


Ottawa, Ont., Aug. 15.—A plan to 
extend the seope of the industrial 
disputes act, in order to further 
prevent labor troubles, is being tried 
by Hon. W. T. Crothers, minister of 
labor, and so far with decided  suc- 
cess. 

Mr. Crothers is endeavoring to 
have a clause inserted providing that 
whenever a conciliation board makes 
an award by which both parties 
agree to submit all subsequent dis- 
putes to the same board, there is 
thus a permanent con-iliation board 
may arise. 

The plan has just been tried in 
connection with the coal mines of 
Alberta. When the strike was settled 
late last fall, a permanent board 
was established. Some five disputes 
between the company and the men, 
which would probably otherwise have 
resulted in another shut down of 
the mines, have been settled by tnis 
board. This plan has worked so suc- 
cessfully in the west that Mr. Croth- 
ers is extending it and is endeavor- 
ing to have a similar clause inserted 
whenever an award is made. Mr. 
Crothers has been giving ‘close con- 
sideration to the industrial disputes 
act and several amendments will 
probably be introduced next session. 
The establishment of an industrial 
commission along the lines of the 
railway commission, to deal with all 
labor disputes, has been given a lot 
of study’ by Mr. Crothers. 

‘He has abandoned the idea for the 
present, at least, largely through the 
fact that such a commission could 
only deal with one case at a time, 
and at present there are actually 
some seven boards at work. ‘'How- 
ever, Mr. Crothers hopes that the 
plan he is adopting may prove suit- 
able to take the place of an indus+ 
trial commission.
